On  February  13,  1957,  Mr.  JAMES  E.  BROWN,  Jr.,  Consul 
General  of  the  Embassy  here,  requested  the  assistance  of  this  office 
in  obtaining  background  information  on  the  above  two  subjects.

Government  and  this  has  aided  somewhat  in  turning  the  thinking  of 
the  Cuban  people  from  revolution  to  elections.  It  remains  to  be 
seen  whether  a  solution  Satisfactory  to  all  will  be  worked  out. 

With  the  exception  of  the  rather  small  clandestine 
Communist  Party  which  continues  to  be  most  active  in  Cuba,  there 
are  no  indications  that  any  of  the  groups  in  opposition  to  the 
BATISTA  Government  are  anti  United  States  or  pro  Communist.

between  Carlos  Prio  Socarras s  former  president  of  Cuba } 
and  Fidel  Castro 3  who  presently  is  leading  an  invasion 
force  in  Cuba .  The  source  stated  that  Prio  and  Castro 
are  mutually  acceptable  to  each  other $  but  thct  no  one  seems 
to  know  what  the  terms  of  the  agreement  are  between  them: 

The  source  advised  that  a  proposal  to  form  a  coalition 
government  in  Cuba  with  Zatista  as  president  was  acceptable 
to  Batista .  The  source  advised 3  however 3  that  Batista's  .1.

The  power  failure,  which  occurred  at  2:10 
a.m. ,  this  date,  is  believed  possibly  to  be  the  result  of 
political-labor  unrest.  Confidential  source  further  advised 
that  telephone  service  had  been  interrupted  and  no  indication 
of  any  public  or  street  disorder.

JESUS  GONZALEZ  CARTAS,  a  Cuban,  had  been  at  a  Cuban  camp  near 
Ciudad  Trujillo,  Dominican  Republic,  where  approximately  150 
Cubans  had  been  receiving  military  training  under  both 
Dominican  and  Cuban  officers  preparatory  to  an  alleged 
revolutionary  attempt  to  overthrow  President  fut.genctq  BATISTA

of  Cuba.  Most  of  the  Cubans  went  to  this  camp  in  November 
and  December ,  1956.  In  April.,  1957  the  camp  was  allegedly 
discontinued  and  most  of  the  Cubans  returned  to  Miami, 

Florida.  Investigation  also  disclosed  that  GONZALEZ  CARTAS 
was  one  of. the  leaders  in  this  camp  under  POLICARPO  SOLER, 
alias  General  Joaquin  Rodriguez,  a  notorious.,  Cuban  gangster, 
who  was  in  command  of  the  camp  under  Generalissimo  RAFAEL 
TRUJILLO  of  the  Dominican  Republic.  . 

On  May  21,  1957,  Miami  Informant  T-l,  who  has 
reported  reliable  information  in  the  past,  advised  that  two 
Cubans,  CARLOS  "PEPE"  MORALES  and  PEDRO  ESCALONA,  who  had 
been  at  the  Cuban  camp,  in  the  Dominican  Republic,  had 
disclosed  that  GONZALEZ  CARTAS,  known  as  "El  Extrano",  and 
HERMINIO  DIAZ  and  another  Cuban,  whose  name  was  not  actually 
JUAN. MANUEL  DELGADO,,  but  who  had  given  this  name  upon  his 
arrest,  had  been  sent  to  Costa  Rica  by  POLICARPd  for  the 
purpose  of  assassinating  EUFEMIO  FERNANDEZ. ORTEGA  and  not 
JOSE  FIGUERES  as  had  been  reported  in  the  newspaper.  T-l 
said  that  FERNANDEZ  is  an  anti -TRUJILLO  Cuban  exile  who  was 
formerly  a  Cuban .police  official.  . _ 

T-l  said  that  a  Cuban,  student  leader,  LEONEL  GOMEZ, 
according  to  MORALES  and  ESCALONA,  had  received  orders  from 
TRUJILLO  to  kill  certain  unidentified  people  in  Miami  and  to 
cause  confusion  among  the  Cuban  exiles.  They  claimed  that 
there  is  a  BATISTA- TRUJILLO  plan  to  use  Cuban  killers  for  this 
purpose.  These_alleged .killers  are  traveling  on  false 
passports  from  one  country  to  another.  They  claimed  that 
LEONEL  GOMEZ  had  recently  been  arrested  by  the  authorities 
in  Puerto  Rico  as  he  was  passing  through  that  island. 

T-l  said  that  he  had  no  way  of  determining  if 
MORALES  and  ESCALONA  were  telling  the  truth  and  had  to 
accept  their  statements  without  questioning  them. 

On  May  23,  1957,  Miami  Informant  T-2,  who  has 
furnished  reliable  information  in  the  past,. stated  that  he 
had  heard  through  a  source  he  considered  reliable,  that 
LEONEL  GOMEZ  had  left  Ciudad  Trujillo,  Dominican  Republic, 
for  Mexico;  that  his  wife  and, child  had. come  to  Miami  en  route 
to  Mexico  to  join  him;  and  that  he  possessed  no  evidence  that 
GOMEZ  had  been  in  Puerto  Rico.  T-2  described  GOMEZ  as  being 
a  leader  of  the  Federation  of  Stiidents  Union  (FEU)  in  Havana 
and  as  having  been  active  in  revolutionary  activities  against

INTERVENTION  OF  THE  EX-PRESIDENT 
OF  CUM,  CARLOS  FRIO  SOCARRAS  IN 
EVENTS  It?  HAITI 


1*  Since  the  first  days  after  the  downfall  of  the  regime  of  ex-President 
Paul  E.  Magloire,  friends  of  the  ex-President  of  Cuba,  Carlos  Prio  Socorras, 
started  making  contacts  with  haitian  elements.  This  was  done  by  Temietodes 
Puentes  Rivera,  member  of  a  communist  faction,  trusted  man  of  ex- President 
Prio,  who  keeps  him  as  a  mean  of  handing  funds  for  their  support,  to  the 
exiled  men  who  are  living  in  several  areerican  countries. 

2.  As  ex-President  Prio  has  failed  from  Miami  in  his  attempts  to  over¬ 
throw  the  Government  of  Cuba,  he  has  changed  his  plans.  Seising  the  opportun¬ 
ity  when  Frank  Sylvaln  assumed  power  in  Haiti,  Temistocles  Puentes  got  in  touch 
with  Officers  of  the  Haitian  Army,  and  with  some  civilians,  amongst  some  of 
them,  Fritz  Cineas,  Charles  Lahens,  Clement  Barbot,  H.  K.  Lafcrrieri,  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Under-Secretary  of  Labor.  He  also  made  contacts 
with  some  students  as  well  as  with  influential  individuals  with  the  regime, 
all  of  whom  were  informed  of  the  plan  Prio  intended  to  carry  out.  This  con¬ 
sisted  in  the  8tabll3hment  of  a  base  in  Haiti  where  arms  will  be  kept.  Already 
trained  expeditionary  forces  were  to  gather  at  that  base,  from  whence,  in  groups, 
they  would  sail  for  Cuba,  where  they  would  disembark  on  different  points,  thus 
starting  the  revolution  to  overthrow  the  Cuban  Government. 

3*  To  carry  out  this  plan,  ex-President  Prio  made  it  known  that  he  was 

willing  to  spend  ORE  MILLION  DOLLARS.  Immediately  Fuentes  distributed  SIXTY 

THOUSAND  DOLLARS  among  Cineas,  Lahens  and  Barbot.  On  March  the  8th,  Cineas 

left  for  Santiago  de  Cuba  aboard  flight  U67  of  Oompania  Cubans  de  Aviacion 

to  get  in  contact  with  the  conspirators  in  Cuba,  envisaging  the  speedy  exe-

cution  of  the  plan.  As  Cineas  is  a  student,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  send

his  on  this  mission  in  order  to  avoid  suspicions. 

U.  Mr.  Laferrier©  and  the  Under  Secretary  of  Labor  were  the  liaisson 
parties  with  ex-President  Sylvain,  and  they  arranged  a  meeting  between  the 
President  and  Mr.  Antonio  Prlo  Socarraa,  a  brother  of  ex-President  Carlos 
Prio  Socarras.  This  meeting  was  secretly  held  at  the  Presidential  Palace  at 
Port-au-Prince  at  night,  between  the  llith  and  the  16th  of  last  March.  On 
that  occasion  Antonio  Prio  Socarras  handed  President  Sylvain  the  sum  of  ONE 
HUNDRED  AS®  FIFTY.  JNOUSAND  DOLLARS,  as  well  as  ONI  HUNDRED  THOUSAND  DOLLARS 
to  be  given,  as  he  declared  to  A  HIGH  RANKING  OFFICE*.  Ex-Minister  Laffer- 
riere  RECEIVED  ONE  HUNDRED  THOUSAND  DOLLARS,  and  another  ONE  HUNDRED  THOUS¬ 
AND  DOLLARS  went  to  the  UNDIE  SECRETARY  OF  LABOR. 

$.  As  it  was  expected  that  President  Sylvain  would  stay  in  office  until 
May,  it  was  understood  that  hie  successor  would  guarantee  the  pledge  to  carry 
out  this  plan,  in  case  that  due  to  the  short  time  the  revolution's  outbreak 
in  Cuba  would  be  delayed.  Bearing  this  in  mind.  President  Sylvain  arranged 
a  meeting  between  Prio  Socarras  and  presidential  candidate  Francois  Duvalier. 
At  this  meeting  the  continuity  to  support  the  Prio  plan  was  agreed  upon,  and 
Prio  pledged  himself  to  defray  all  expenses  for  the  electoral  campaign.  To 
this  end  the  sum  of  FOUR  HUNDRED  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  was  advanced  with  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  buying  voting  cards.  This  procedure  was  put  into  action  immediately, 
thus  raising  the  protest  of  all  other  candidates,  who  upon  learning  of  this, 
requested  that  the  inscription  procedure  he  stopped.  They  also  requested  that 
the  Cabinet  be  removed,  and  this  was  the  cause  of  the  internal  criei3  which 
brought  down  the  Government  of  President  Sylvain. 


6.  Once  Prio  and  President  Sylvain  reached  their  agreement  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  arias  and  explosives  into  Haiti  by  the  Prio  associates  vas 
accelerated,  and  a  Quantity  of  them  was  stored  in  the  dodicles  of  Members  of 
the  Cabinet.  Ex-President  Prio  also  instructed  his  men  to  act  asrcthey  did  in 
Cuba,  setting  up  bombs  and  throwing  the  so  balled  Molotov  cocktails.  This 
procedure  took  the  haitian  people  by  surprise;,  as  they  had  never  before 
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engaged  in  these  methods.  On  one  occasion  when  two  officers  of  the  Haitian 
Army  went  to  seise  an  arms  cache  in  Thor,  near  Port-au-Prince,  they  ware 
blown  by  an  explosion  and  died  from  its  effects. 

7.  Notwithstanding  this  failure  motivated  by  the  downfall  of  President 
Sylvain* s  regime,  ex-President  Prio  continues  in  his  efforts  towards  the 
stablishment  of  this  base  in  Haiti,  as  he  still  believes  that  his  manoeuvres 
have  not  been  discovered.  He  has  also  ioade  contacts  with  Dr.  Duvalior  and 
with  presidential  candidates  Louis  Dejoie,  Clement  Juraelle  and  Daniel  Einogle. 
An  agreement  has  already  been  reached  between  Dejoie  and  Juraelle,  but  not 
with  Sinogle  who  flatly  refused. 

8.  Moat  of  the  arms  introduced  in  Haiti  remain  undiscovered.
